3100 for threo or fuur years previaus to 
March, 1896, when his salary was raised to 
$110. a month. He found’ himself in. 
brouble in 1888 and 1639 when ho com- 
“monced borrowing from money lenders, 
His wife snd himself were the chiof 
promoters of.a Money Loan Association 
ubout that time, and five or six members 

ho had drawn ‘money from the Associa. 
tion had. absconded end he was -made 
responsible for their amounts. He had to
